# Spring Gardens; but ſcarce one hundred and fifty Pictures were arranged, when news 
arrived, that the Empreſt of Ruſſia would probably purchaſe the whole Collection, and 
the Mortgagees thought proper to poſtpone the Sale, and left ſixteen caſes unopened, compre- 
bending the largeſt part of the Collefion :==howe ver, the connoiſſturs and wer of the art 
avere permitted to wiew the One Hundred and Fifty Pictures that were hung up, during 


a Hort time; but not a fingle article was offered for ſale, fo that the whole Collection 
temains entire.
